“ VIATRICIDE.” 

{a one American year, railway accidents take 
place at tho raie of ten in a month. During the 
past six months, the average was twelve; and for 
three or four months back the number of disas- 
tors much exceeded the general average. Twen- 
ty-sevenor twenty-eight of these peculiar hap- 
ponings were engineered through the month of 
September, whish is not quite one for every 
Btate of tho Union (with or without a railway 
system), nor for every day of the month. Ina 
previous month, the proportion was nearly the 
same, 

To repoat that railroad disaster is alarmingly 
tommon world bo superfluous, It scems to 
have run rio!, and is like an epidemic. The 
prime of negligence; in great cities is 
the fruitful breeder of cholera; the same 
primo, far less to be oxcused upon our 
railroads, js the prolific snd apparently 
porseyering author of the epidomio class of ac- 
vidents, No such proportion of casualties, as 
sompared with circumstances and means of| 
safety, exists on tho ocean a3 npon tho land. 
Tho rath of boiler explosions and of so-called 
acoiden(s, exclusive of disasters occasioned by 
phenomenal storms, is in fact less upon the sea, 
where dangor appears, in overy respect, greater 
than in our familiar inland travel by railway 
and.steamboat. We aro better assured in trust- 
Ing oursolves to the untamed barbarism of the 
ooean than to the civilization of steam. The 
business of our railroad managors is plainly 
marked ont, and needs, if anything, 
tesa gcionce than’ that of the mariner 
with his instruments, and chart. Good 
lines, sound bridges, ate to bo built, and ex- 

perionced and faithful ‘clerks, engineers, con- 
ductors, switch-tenders, inspectors, and pre 
donts, aro necessary. Noyertheless, we know of 
railroads in the neighborhood of the City the 
Passage over which is a daily apprehension, 
eithor from notoriety of disaster or patent cheap- 
ness and insecurity of bridgo-building. Still, 
there appoars to be a problem somewhere. 

Wo infer that, with all the boast of American 
enterprise, railroad soience is but little under- 
stood, or that, by its very expsnsion(we should 
rathor oall it contraction) into moncy-making, 
without limit and control, it has become asprod- 


moans to compass anfoty. Tho lattor ia tho 
popular, and publio-idea, Wo aro tired of or- 
ganized eatastrophe—the wholesalo rush of ours 
over the railroad dead line—the breakdown 
from Mohammed's hair-bridge, “Let us uot 
question tho Koran if that bridgo had its 
trestles and spiles. Public opinion demands, 
even nat the stupendous fatalism of 
our railway system, that something should 
ve done to abolish the orimo which, 
from tho last few months’ oxasporations, 
bas to be called ‘railway » mur- 
der.” It would not be an unwiso examplo for 
the railway interest of the country to conveno 
and discuss measures of seourity, to give wel: 
come to every suggestion of scionce, every in- 

designed to roform our hasty and 
heterogoncous railroad systom. One simple 
emedy fora frequent class of disaster is al- 
ready well-known, namely: the unstinted 
application of the vast ‘moneys ,daily de 
rived fi travel to the building of first- 
class bridges, lines and  machinory, The 
f ected from killed and wounded 
might obvinte one class of dangers; tho cost of 
dumages by disaster might extingaish the 
whole, As American reform takes shapo in 
conventions, a general railway meeting would 
not be out of place, if its presumed members 
would be willing to trust themselves to the cary. 
But reform is imperative; it appeals to morals 
and to sciences and, for want of another tribu- 
unl, must bocarried to the highest ooroner's 
jury of railway managers.

Not less than 
310,000,000 worth of this one staple bas beon 
destroyed by fire in our crammed ware- 
houses since it ought to have beon shipped, and 
is thus a total loss to our people, (Wright's oir: 
cular of the 13th inst, estimates the stock now 
held in our seaports at $80,000,000.) And, 
though Cotton was solling at Livorpoolat tho last 
advices for 40 to 44 contain gold per pound, 
the bulk of our stock is still insanely with- 
held, in the hope of crowding up the prico still 
further.

Thomas was born 
in 1794 in Kentucky, his father migrating 
thonco to what is now Lobauon, Ohio, in 1793. 
The son worked on his father's farm till about 
20 years oldyfnnd (it is said) was @ wagoner 


in the National serrico in some part 
of the War of 1812, He enjoyed vory 
elsnder educational advantages; but com- 


menced tho study of law in 1815, and was 
admitted in 1818. His ability and aloqnouce as 
on advocate soon gained him an oxtonsivo prac- 
tioe, He was first choson to the Legislature of 
Ohio in 1822, serving therein seven years, and 
was then oboson to Congress in 1830. His dis- 
trict (tho Miami) was strongly Whig, and be in 
hearty sympathy with its politics, having enp- 
ported Clay for Prosident in '24, Adams in '23, 
and cealously supporting Clay again in 1832 
ss ho did Gen, Harrison in '36 ond 40. 
In the lattor year—Gon, H. having recoivod 
the Whig nomination at Harrisburg—a 
cortain militia Gen, Crary, who ropresonted 
Miohigan in the House, haying made a apceoh 
oriticising and assailing Gen. Harrison's military 
career, Mr. Corwin answered it in a voin of 
mingled humor and sarcasm whioh has rarely 
been equaled. Tho extinction of the unfortu- 
nate Michigander was so complete that when 
old Jobo Quinoy Adams casually alluded in do- 
bate next day to “the late Mr. Crary” tho 
House fairly shook with the genoral merriment. 
Thonceforward, Corwin was the inovitable oan- 
didate of the Whigs of Ohio for Governor that 
Fall, canvassing tho State with Gen. Harrison 
and addressing enormous gathorings in most of, 
the Counties. Inthe event, be was ohosen 
by some 16,000 mojority; Gen, Harrison 
receiving over 23,000 in the Presidential Eloo- 
tion that soon followed; yot, two years later, 
Goy, Corwin, on a reduced poll, was run out by 
that same Wilson Shannon whom he had so 
heavily beaten in 1840: tho yote now standing— 
“In 1844, the Whigs, on a fall poll, again 
carried the State, giving its Electoral vote to 
Mr. Clay and sending Mr. Corwin to the U. 8, 
jenate, wherein he made in 1847 a speech 
against our War in Mexico, thoroughly exposing 
and reprobating the iniquity of that foray.

THE BLACKS, 

It appears that the Engheh prozs fa oll bat 
unanimous i condomning, in the soverost 
torma, the conduct of tho Goyornor and the 
civil and military suthorities of Jamaioa in thoix 
wholesale slaughter of the blacks on that island. 
The only notable exception is The Times, and 
from tho notorions proclivitica of that journal 
on tho subject of the negro and his rights, thig 
is not to be wondorod at. The Times bas ayor 
written of the negro with an ill-concealod fool- 


| ing of bittor hate, and tho black man bas no 


justico to expect at its hands, At first, whoa 
tho intelligonco received in England of the out- 
break was rather moagor, it’attompted to Jus- 
tify the atrooities committed on tho Jamaica 
negroes; but when fuller nows, startling the 
whole kingdom by its horrible detsils, roached 
London, with that policy so charactoristic of ita 
managemont, it suppressod every particular of 
the disturbances adverse to the position it had 
assumed as the advocate of Goy, Eyre, and the 
apologist of as frightful a massacre as has ovor 
stained tho annals of any poople. It is not too 
much to say that England has beon profoundly 
movod from ono end to the other at tho dotaila 
| of this butchery, and tho groat party of freedo: 

| through their choson and honored champ 
John Bright, has demanded already that Ge 
Eyre, and his accomplices in the work of blood, 

shall be mado to stand at the bar of justice to 

answer for thoir conduct.

speech at the opening of the Jainaica Legis- 
lature, on the 7th of November, we have this 
modol Governor giving it as his opinion that 
“the entire oolouy has long been, and atill is, 
on the brink of a volcano. There is scarcoly a 
district,” he adds, “ora parish in the island, 
where disloyalty, sedition, and murderous in- 
tentions are not widely dissominated, and in 
many instances openly expressed." These atate- 
monts ore oyidently intended for effect with 
the British Government and people, and those 
elsewhere who happen to be ignorant of the 
state of things in Jamaica, and of the character 
and habits of the black population of that island.

miserablo.”, How often have such dumb 
thonghts gone up from the hearts of those who 
have taken hold of their sorrow by the wrong 
and, asprayers against sin!

If you aro viclous, Inay, and carole 
mastors will excase themerlyes for continuing to hold 
them in bondage, by sasing: ‘Look at tho frecdmon of 
the United States} Woat jille yagabonds they are! 
How dirty thoir cabins aro! How slovealy thoir dress ! 
That proves that negrocs cannot tako caro of them- 
selros, thot they are not fit tobe free.” Buc if your 
houaca look nent, avd your clotties aro clean and whole. 
and your gardens well sveeded, and your work faithfully 
done, whether for or others, then all the 
world Will cry out, unt nugroea can take care 


of themselves; a1 aslome to keep such 
men in Slayery.” ‘Thus, whilo you are sceving your 
own interests, you will bo holping on the emuncination 
of poor weary élnyes in other parts of the world. Tt {a a 


erent privilege to hove @ chance to do extensive good 
by such cimplo moans, Ahd your Henvonly Father will 
hold you responsibly fOr the use you make of sour io- 
fluence, 

Your manners will have a great effect in producing 
on impeossion to your advantage or disudyantage. Bo 
always respecttal and polite toward your ussociates, 
and toward these who havo beeu in tho habit of conyld- 
cring you nn ivferlor race. It is ono of the best ways to 

» that you aro not inferior. Nover allow yourselyes 
to soy or do anything in tho presence of womeu of your 
own color which it would be improper for you to say or 
do in tho presence of tho most rofined white Indic, 
Suoh a course will bo an education for them as well ox 
for youreolvea. When you appoint comuittecs abont 
your echools and otaer public .affuire, it would bo wise 
io bavo both men aud women on the committees. The 
habit of thinking and talking about aorious and impor 
ant mattore makes womon more sensible aud disorcet. 
Such consultationg together nro in fact a practical 
school both-for yor and them; and tbo more modest and 
intelligent women are, tho better will children bo 
brougiit up, 

Perzonal appearances fg nnother important thing. It 
is not necessary to barich in order to dress in a becom- 
ing manner. A pretty dress for festival ovcastons will 
lnst a long while, if well taken caro of; and a few wild- 
flowors, or bright berrles, wil oraamont young girls 
more tastofally than Jewels, Working-clottes that ara 
clean ond nicdly patched always look respectable; and 
thoy make a yéry fayorablo iwpression, becanze thoy 
indieato that the wearer is neat ond economical. And 
here lot ma say, that it isa very great saying to mend 
garmonts well, aud bofore the ronts get large. 
thrifty Yankees bavo 9 enying that ‘n stitoh In tims 
saves pine,” and yon will flud by experiente that neg- 
leoted mouding will require moro than nine atitehes in- 
stead of one, and will not look so well when it is done. 

‘The appearance of sour villages will do much to pro- 
duce a fayorable opinion concerning your obarnctors 
and capabilities. Whitowrash [3 uot oxponsive; aud it 
takes Dut little -time to transplant o cherokee rose, a 
Jessamine, or other wild ebrubs and vines, that mako 
tho poorest. cabin look heautiful; and, onea planted, 
they willbe growing ‘while you are working or sleop: 
ing. It is a public benefit to remove everything dirty 
or unsightly, and to surround homes with yerdure and 
flowers; for'a succession of protty, cottages makes 
whole road pleasant, nnd cheers ‘al passers by; while 
they aro at the somo time on advortisoment, easily 
read by all meu, that the peopl who live th 
lazy, elovenly, or vilgar. Who rich poy a grout deal of 
money for piclares to ornagient their walls, bat a wbite- 
washed cabin, with foweriug-shrubs and vines olustor- 
Ing round it, Je pretty plefure Seely exhibited to all 
men, It is a public hovefaction. 

But even if you aro as yet too poor to have a house 
and garden of your own, it 35 still in your power to boa 
creditand on example’ to your race: by working for 
others as fulthfully as you Would work for yourself; by 
taking as good cure of their tools us you Would if thoy 
ywere your own; by always Keeping your promjsee, how- 
evor inconvenient it may be; by being strictly honest 
in all your dealinga; by being temperate in your habits 
and pever spoaking a profane or ivdecent word,—by 
pursaing such a course you will be consoled with an to- 
Ward consciousuess of loing right in the sight of God, 
and boa pudlio benefactor by your oxample, while at 
the same time you Will reoure respect and 
for yourself by eatoblisbine s good 
whose conduct inspires conlidence 43 in a fulr \yoy 
Nave honse nnd tand of his own, evon if ho starts in tho 
world without a eingle cent. 

Be careful of your eurnings, and os savjog in soar 
expenses a3 i# conietont with Lealth and comfort 
hover allow yourselves to be atingy.. Avariog isa 
vico, which eats all the heart out ofa wan. Money isa 
good thing, and you ought to want to caruit, as amoaus 
Ofimproving thé coudition of yoursclves aud famliles. 
But it will do good to yourcharioter, and increase your 
happiness, if you imp jortion of your carnings to 
others who are io need, $Telp us miuch as you con- 
yeniently can in bailding churches aad scliool-honaes 
for the good of all, and in providing for the sick and the 
oged.- If your former masters acd mietresses are in 
trouble, show them every kindness in your power, 
whether they have treated you Remon: 
ber the words of tho blessed 0 Do good to them 
tbat bate you, and pray fur them whioh despitefully use 
you and persecute you.” 

‘There jgon6 subject on whioh I wish to guard you 
against disappointment, Do not be discouraged if free: 
dom briogs you more cares and fower advantages than 
Youexpscted, Sach agreat claugeasit is from Slayerr 
to Frecdom cannot bo completed ell at once. By boing 
bronght up us slav aye formed somo bad babits, 
which St will take time to correct. ‘Whose who wore 

your masters have acquired still wogee babits 
by being bronght up a3 slavoholders; and they cannot 
be expected to change all at buce. Both of you will 
gradually improve under the teaching of new olreun: 
stances, Tora good while it will provoke many of them 
to see those who were once their slaves acting like frec- 
men. They will doubtless do many things to vex and 
discourage you, joat as-the slavcholders in Jamaica did 
atter ema ton there, ‘They seemed to want to 
driyo their emancipated bondinen to insurrection, that 
thoy might have a protest for saying: “You see what a 
bau effect frocdom has on nogrocs! Wo told you i 
Would bu so!" Bat the colored people of Jumaiva he- 
haved better than their former masters wished them to 
do. Whey left the plantations wheze they had been 
bally treated, or poorly paid, hut thesSvorked diligently 
elsawherc. ‘Lheir women and obildren raised verets- 
bles and fowls amd carried them to market; gnd. by 
their upited industry and economy, they soon lkfd com. 
fartable little Lomes of their oa. 

I think it would generally be well for you to work for 
Your former masters, if they treat you well, and pay you 
as much as you can carn elsowhere. Bot if they show a 
disposition to oppreas you rquit thoir service, and work 
for somebody who will treat you Uke froomon, If they 
use violent langusgo to you, never use impadent lan- 
frog to thou. If they cheat sou, scorn to etcat them 
inretnrn, If they. break their promises, never break 
yours. If thoy propose to women such connections os

‘OscaNmarton oF Lypustay. Ifa body of from 59 to 100 
such men can be interested in tho project, and ench can 
furnish o capital of €2,000 or £4,000, eo (hat a total capt 
‘al of €200,000 mar be scoured, the enterpriso can be 
andertaken in a proper manoer, and with all the condi- 
ions of a successfal issue. 

Without cntering into any preliuinary explanations, 
we will stnto at once the nature of tho undertaking

Protection Against the Coding Moth Apple: Worm.— 
SoLoy Rowmsox: Ihave to roport that tho committeo 
appointed to examine what effect the hoy rope around 
apple tress, as desoribed by Dr. ‘Trimble, has in pro- 
teoting the apples from destraction by the apple worm, 
whioh disfigares and nearly rains eo much of our fruit, 
have made the examination aod are satisfied that the 
advantages claimed by Dr. ‘Trimble are such a to 
make the plan worthy of trial by all frult-crowors. 

‘We met upon the sinall froit farm of Josaph Piersoa, 
opon High-st., in Nowark, N. J., where Dr. ‘Trimble 
has experimented for two yours.’ There were presont 
Mr. Pioraon, Dr. Trimble, Col. Swords, Marcas L. 
Ward (Govornor eleot), Isane Winans, Gen. Halstead, 
President New-York State Agricultnrol Soclety; P. 
Quinn, all residents of Newark; and Jobn G. Borgen, 
and Solon Robloson, Now-York. Tho Doctor removed 
a umber of the hoy bands, and excavated a great many 
worms, which, upon leaving the apples, desgond the 
treo until they find a convenient hiding place to lay up 
for tho Winter, ‘The bay band affurding the best 
shelter, tho Whole of the werms descending the treo 
take shelter hore, iustead of under soales of bark,where 
they usually ido} and here they are easily found and 
destroyed by band; or, If the band should be removed, 
the worms would be likely to be all taken by the birds 
which hant ond eat thom'with avidity, The Dootor 
belloyes that perseveranco with these hay banda will 
cugblo us to procufo sound apples, and bls argumente 
‘and exhibition oppoared to be convincing to most of 
the gentlemen present, aud tho committeo, tborefora, 
comipend all fruit-growors to oxperiment upon tbls 
plan. The ropes muy be Wound twice aroand the boll 
Of the tree, about midway between the ground and 
limbs in June, any time before tho first crop of worms 
aro leaving the apples, and they may bo removed any 
time before Winter. About 30 ot Mr. Plerson’s trees 
had beon treated, and? some of them had ben found 
to bayo 100 to 200 worms under the rope, 6o that many, 
if not all, can be thus destroyed. 

Upon, tho reading of the report, Wat 8. Caneswran 
objected to baring the Club fully indoreo the bay ropo 
plan as one tbat would speedily rid us of the apple 
Worms; because, by Dr. Trimble’s own showing, the 
highest pumbor of worms over ontrapped upon one tree 
yas 240, When it was certain that thore were frequently 
ton times that numbor upon one troe, Ho bas, how- 
over, no objegtion to any one’s trying exporimenta witk 
thls kind of a worm trap. 

Boiling Cor for Hog Feed.—Cuas, Tuonx, Sandy 
Lake, Mercer Co., Pa, asks the following questions: 

Ja there apy advantage In boiling corn in the oar for 
hog-feod? All agreo, I beliove, intho advantage of 
cooked food; but shelling the corm is quite Job, espe- 
clally by band, and if ground you lose one-tenth in toll. 
In bolling corn in tho ear, is there any of tho atron 
absorbed into the oobY Ihave noticed that in feeding 
raw corn, whole grains aro found in the, excrement, 
when bolied nono are found.” .Ho is answered that 
thero is n decided edvantoge in cooking corn im this 
way, Loillig upon the ear does not absorb any of the 
strength of the grain. Bot after all it is @ moro 
question of expodienoy, dependent upon ciroumstanoes 
affecting each individual and looality, whothor cooking 
or grinding corn is advisable. 

D. A. Liuity, Kano Co., IL, in a recent number of 
The Prairis Farmer, enswors tho question:

Wit'S. CAnveNtHi—I think this estimate too high 
for this regiou, Afr opinion is that wo cannot depend 
upon morn than cight ponnds of pork to a bushel of 
coro, end that it paya to grind and cook. I ‘approve of 
boiling upon the cob, and do uot believe that it absorbs 
any atrongth of the corn, 

Mr, Huxes, Marion Co., Ind,, sald his experionoo wae 
agalost cooking Ja that section whore corn is only 35 
couts a bushel. In Wanter the boiled ears freeze, apd 
tho hogs wasto more than of ray cura, and thus over- 
balance all advantagn of cooking.

Do you really 
mean to bo understood na recommending leached ashe 
in preference to unleashed As I should infer from 
your romark, that ashes from the ashery are moro efll 
taoious, as “they have been longer exposed to tho 
Weather. Ifso, then yon would recommend me to leah 
the pshes which Ihave proonred, and spply the Iey to 
tue bodies and largo limbs, would xou not? I Layo com- 
moncod scraping the treev and applying strong suds, 
spading np the earth underneath. Some of them I have 
o¥ersproad with manuro from the buru-yard, and with 
coating of aslies on the top. Should these be applied 
togethor or separately? ‘To othora I have applied a 
mixture of airelnked limo and ushes uoleacbed, about 
a bushel and o holf toatree. Others I bave saturated

Sproading barn-yard 
imauure is boneficial—coating it with ashes is not, 
Lime ond ashes may bo mixed, both are good; so are 
the privy contents.

Presersing Egge.—W. At. Bows, Browneborg, Ind. 
“‘wants to know if there is any way to pack eggs so 
to keep them good frow Spring until the Winter 
months.” There are yarions moces of keeping ofgs, 
none of which ara quite successful. Sometimes eges 
pnoked in water saturated with lime keep perfectly 
well, and sometimes they don't. Some persons aay 
they can keep them in water saturated with salt; others 
keep them packed in fine dry salt; othera In charcoal 
dust, If packed Jn saud nnd kept in a very cool ocllar, 
they will rewain throngh the year, ‘they should 
always bo packed swallend up. ‘Che best way to pre- 
worve oggs is to store them tu one of Professor Nyoo's 
Presoryatories 

Prot. Surnt, Columbia Colleco, said that the common 
way of preserving egga in the north of Purope, and 
which appeared to bo moro eficotonl than any other 
mode he had ever seen was this: ‘Tho eggs are placed in 
a barre), kog, carthorn jar, oF any other suitable vessel, 
and then malted tallow, only just warm enough to flow, 
is poured ib, filling all {he interstices, nnd thus hermot|- 
cally sealing the eggs from tho air, which appears to be 
all that is necessary for thelr perfect preservation. 
Whon wanted for use they are easily obtnined by warm: 
ing the open ond of tho vessel tosofton tho tallow. 

Sovon Roprsox,—I think lord or ofl would anawor 
tbe porposo; it would be wore conveniont. Ihave heard 
molasses recommended, and do not sce why it would 
not answer perfectly. 

Mr, CAUPENTER said he bad found no diffionlty in 
preserving oggs in fine dry salt. He packs them end- 
wise, and about once n month revetees the onds of the 
cask, or rather box, with straight eides, so that o board 
and oloth or papor fits down and olds ‘tho contents in 
place when reversed. 

Prof. TILLMAN gave it as his opinion that anything 
which would excludo air would preserve eggs. Recent 
exporiments in France havo developed tho fuct, that 
Yarnisbing the abell destroys the value of the egg for 
incobation. 

Mr. E. Witutame said ho had seen eggs perfectly pre- 
served by packing in meal.
